JAPAN. 

Our advices from the Japan Ports by the present mail are of 
no later dates than those received by Pacific mail on the 3rd 
inst., and published in our issue of that date. Advices bearing 
date Yokohama July 18 have been received at San Francisco 
and the subjoined summary of news has been telegraphed to 


New York :— 

The new deliberative Assembly was opened by the Emperor 
on the 5th July. On the following day debates begun, and they 
lasted until the 17th July, when the session was closed. The 
subjects debated were the organisation of a national police force, 
the improvement of roads and bridges, and the establishment of 
a popular House of Representatives. The first two were satis- 
factorily adjusted, and the third left open for further considera- 
tion. 

The negotiations with Korea have suddenly assumed a less 
friendly character than before, and many Japanese officials have 
been recalled from that country. A rumour of an impending 
war is prevalent, but thus far there has been no such decision by 
the Japanese Government. 

The Department of the Interior buildings in Yedo were de- 
stroyed by fire on the 4th July. A great number of ancient 
historical documents, of which no copies are in existence, were 
burned, together with the entire collection of maps upon which 
the Surveying Bureau had been engaged the past four years, 

Russian Commissioners are daily expecied at Yedo to com- 

lete the arrangements for the transfer of Saghalien Island, 
ormal ion of the newly-acquired territory, which will be 
occupied as a penal settlement, will follow without delay. 

The silk worm egg producers, who lost heavily by excessive

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PEKING AND TIENTSIN. ‘ 
Gazette of the 4th June contains one of the fre- 
ace there, condemning laxity and 
extortion, exhorting to energy and probity, and requiring the 
vigorous punishment of unworthy officials. These documents 
are so common and so notoriously inefticacious, that they are 
seldom worth notice otherwise than as literary curiosities, The 
present edict is perhaps worth more, because it is prompted by a 
man who has the reputation of being strictly upright. Perhaps 
the term Naval Inspector of the Yangtsze will convey an idea 
of Peng Yuh-ling’s office. It is one which leaves opening enough 
for peculation, but his reputation is said _ to be spotless, and his 
name a terror to evil-doers. A memorial from him denouncing 
corruption would have undoubted weight ; and to judge from 
the précis given in the edict, he appears to have submitted an 
able and exhaustive one. It can at least not be alleged in excuse 
for misgovernment that the capital is uninformed. The avarice 
of the officials, the excessive taxation, the peculation of under- 
lings, and the distress of the people under all these inflictions, 
are forcibly stated ; and the edict issued in consequence is all 
that could be desired in tone and theory. But we have so often 
seen edicts to the same effect, without the slightest good ensuing, 
that we cannot find much hope in the present one. 

We recently gave a summary of a memorial said to have been 
addressed to Peking by the Governor of Yunnan, disclaiming 
all knowledge of the murder of Mr. Margary, or of the attack 
on Colonel; Browne. That may have been a genuine document, 
designed to conceal official complicity, or it may have been 
written “for publication.” We now hear it is reported in well- 
informed native quarters, that the Governor has also written a 
memorial to the Emperor, telling of his own prowess in beating 
back Colonel Browne’s expedition, and offering to keep the fron- 
tier clear of all foreigners, no matter of what nation. 

The Peking Gazette of the 29th May contains an edict direct- | 
ing that the Grand Canal be repaired, and fitted for the convey- | 
ance of tribute rice to the north. The conveyance of the rice by | 
sea is spoken of as a temporary measure ; and all the high . 
officials of the districts bordering on the Canal are ordered to | 
consult and devise measures for deepening the channel, and re- 
establishing through communication. | 

The Gazette of the 30th May contains a memorial from the | 
Governor of Chekeang, reporting the collision between the Ocean 
and F'using, and the loss of the latter with sixty-five lives. The 
C. M.S. N. Co. appear to have been held responsible for the 
rice lost, as it is reported that they have purchased sufficient to 
make it good. A mark of Imperial favour is solicited on behalf | 
of the ofticer in charge, Shih Shi-hsien, who was drowned. 

A Tientsin correspondent writes that the Chinese gunboat 
Chinhae has left for Newchwang with a fresh supply of muni- 
tions of war for the Imperial forces in Manchuria. ‘There was a 
rumour amongst the Chinese in Tientsin that the troops lately 
sent there had been attacked by a body of rebels unexpectedly, 
and suffered considerable loss. The fact of further supplies of 
powder, shot, and shell being so quickly required does look as 
though affairs had not gone on well. ‘Ting Jih-chang, formerly 
Taoutai of Shanghai, and since Governor of Kiangsu, has been 
appointed Assistant-Commissioner of Toreign Affairs in North 
China. Sun Szeta, the late Acting Customs Taoutai, had left for 
Shanghai. The deadlock he suceceded lately in causing does not 
appear to have injured him much in the eyes of foreigners, for 
several foreign ofticials appear to have come down to wish him 
good-bye. 

The Celestial Empire says :—We hear on good authority that 
Dr. Bushell, physician to the British Legation at Peking, was 
assaulted by stones at one of the gateways of that city on the 
21st June, and that on the same day a Russian gentleman was 
roughly handled by the populace. This is the extent of our in- 
formation, which is meagre enough ; still it leaves an unpleasant 
impression behind. It is not often we hear of foreigners con- 
nected with any of the Legations in Peking being treated with 
incivility, and in the present instance the attacks seem to have 
been of a determined nature. We await further news with 
interest.

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SHANGHAL. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 27th 
June; the P. and_O. mail from London May 14 was received 
on the 23rd June. The following summary of news is from 
the North China Herald :— 


Sir Edmund Hornby has delivered judgment on the question 
thal was argued before him on the 10th June, as to whether the 
master, crew and passenvers of the Fus/ng should recover for 
the luss of their effects on the same principle as the owners of 
the ship and cargo. In an elaborate and rather interesting 
decree, the Chief Judge decides in favour of the crew and pas- 
sengers, but against the master. From the decision that both 
vessels were in fault, it follows that he was one of the two real 
delinquents, “and ought not to recover from his innocent owners 
or the equally innocent owners of the Occu. (their so-called guilt 
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being only aa inference at law) in respect of loss brought about 
in part by his own act.” 

An inquiry has beed commenced at the Mixed Court into the 
assault on Mr. W. Cooper, near Quinsan, on the 29th April last. 
The Court was composed of Fan, district magistrate of Quinsan, 
and Chén, the Mixed Court magistrate, with Wong, interpreter 
to the Taoutai of Shanghai ; Mr. A. Davenport, H.B.M.’s YVice- 
Consul, being present as British Assessor. The charge involved 
an attempt at murder, with the addition of that of robbery. The 
proceedings, so far as they went, were thoroughly unsatisfactory. 
No prisoners were at first produced, and it was not until after 
Mr. Davenport’s repeated remonstrance that the two ringleaders 
captured and brought to Shanghai by Mr. Cooper and his friends 
were placed at the bar—if so distinctive a word can be used with 
reference to a Chinese Court. It then transpired that no efforts 
had been made by the Chinese authorities to capture any more 
of the offenders, though these were numbered by hundreds ; and 
it is even yeta question whether any local inquiry was instituted 
into the circumstances of the attack. Mr. Davenport, after au 
hour and a half’s time had been in a measure wasted, suggested 
a remand until some others of the score or more of ringleaders 
were apprehended ; and this being acquiesced in by the Court, 
the proceedings terminated for the time. 


The behaviour of the Mandarins in this case is on a par with 
their conduct generally. Their efforts are directed to encroach- 
ment and the evasion of.lawful responsibility. A feeling of 
irritation more intense than finds expression in printed words 

revails among foreigners at the present state of affairs in China. 
We have yielded and yielded, while the Chinese have encroached 
and encroached, till people are beginning to believe that nothing 
short of war will re-establish our prestige and replace our inter- 
course on a tolerable footing. In defiance of all previous expe- 
rience, culminating in two wars, the British Government 
elected to believe that the Chinese were a civilised people who 
could be treated with on an equality and trusted to do right 
For the third time now, a series of contrary evidence is accumu- 
lating that must eventually force upon it an opposite conviction, 
and which is, in the meantime, creating a sense of irritation 
among those who are on the spot and well-informed that is be- 
coming well-nigh intolerable. Her Britannic Majesty’s Repre- 
sentative may have gathered some faint idea of this feeling during 
his stay in Shanghai, but he has not the opportunity of Tearning 
its full strength. We cannot but think that the circumstances 
which so strongly affect a community not altogether unintelli- 
gent must have an effect on the Foreign Ministers, and we have 
therefore some hope that the point of endurance has been nearly 
reached. The action which is being taken in the Chinkeang 
affair seems to be a foretaste of better things.” 


On the 25th June an alarm of fire was rung through the Set- 
tlement, between eight and nine p.M., and the various fire bri- 
gades and ladder companies turned out in force with commend- 
able alacrity. The fire was said to be in the French Settlement, 


' and thither the firemen, accompanied by large crowds of foreigners 


and Chinese, dragged their apparatus through mud and rain 


| only to find the alarm was a false one. On inquiry we ascer- 


tained that nobody knew how the alarm was rung. At the 
French Police Station M. Barbe and his subordinates were con- 
fident it came to them from the Central Police Station, while 
Superintendent Penfold, Inspector Fowler, and Sergeant Mackie 
were equally sure it came from the French side—Hongkew, being 
disconnected, having nothing todo with the mystery. That the 
telegraph alarm bell rang in both the Central and French Police 
Stations there can be no doubt, but how, is a mystery. No one 
could explain it, and it is, therefore, left to electricians to decide. 
The police have made a successiul raid on a native gambling 
house in the Szechuen-road. The place had been discovered only 
a little while before, and was apparently newly set up. Inspec- 
tor Fowler, with some native constables, went to the hones and 
found about thirty gamblers assembled. They immediately at 
tempted to escape, and ran in all directions, some scaling walls, 
others climbing to the adjoining roofs, or dropping from win- 
dows, and making themselves scarce with the agilit of cata. 
Nine were, however, captured, and will be taken to the Mixed 
Court. A magazine of gambling apparatus was also seized, 
showing that the proprietors were adepts at their art. 
H.M.S. Thalia arrived at Chinkeang at 8 a.m. on the 19th 
June, and the Palos at 3 a.m. next day. The two men arrested 
at the beginning of the riot were tried in the presence of Mr. 
Seward and Mr. Medhurst, and sentenced to fifty blows each 
and a month’s cangue. This accounts for the men concerned 1 
the insult to the American Consul and his wife. But it re 
mains to punish the attack on the British Consulate. And # 
far Mr. Medhurst has failed to obtain from the military autho- 
rities any satisfaction for this outrage. He has therefore gone 
on to Nanking to press the matter on the Viceroy. The civl 
mandarins appeared well-disposed, but said they could do 20 
more with regard to any further measures than press the cas?

From Hankow we learn that the recent heavy rains have 
caused the river to swell unusually. On the 19th inst. the high- 
water mark was 37ft. 7in., and the water rising about seven 
inches daily. The banks were covered, and the country was 
flooded in many places, especially in the neighbourhood of the 
Poyang Lake. Apprehensions are entertained of a flood again 
this year at Hankow. Nearly as heavy rain seems to have fallen 
up the river as in Shanghai. 

Dr. Elmore, the Peruvian Charge d’Affaires, has arrived, on 
his way to Peking, to exchange the ratificatious of the Peruvian 
treaty with China. Dr. Elmore sent in his card to the Taoutai 
on arrival, and the latter called on him at the Astor House, and 
stayed some time in conversation. 

The list of bi-monthly values of shares as given in the share 
lists, from July, 1873, to the end of May this year, shows that 
the total depreciation of stocks has been over five millions of 
taels. 

The Celestial Empire supplies the subjoined items of intelli- 

ence :—- 

About half way between Shanghai and Sung-kiang is a 
village named Chu-le-ding, blessed with a barrier customs house 
on the creek, but otherwise unimportant. To the Tepao of this 
ordinarily quiet spot came a scared countryman the other day, 
saying that a band of desperadoes, between fifty and 100 
strong, had taken possession of a joss-house in the vicinity. 
The Tepao repaired to Sung-kiang in all haste, and obtained 
thence some soldiers ; but not thinking these sufficient, he also 
came and requested succour from Shanghai. About forty 
soldiers were therefore sent, and a native creek gunboat. To 
these the Che-hsien added about the same number of his police ; 
and after a long fight they succeeded in taking eight of the 
band prisoners. The rest, making about forty in all, managed 
to escape. The head messenger has been examining the captives 
himself, after the Chinese Pahionee a by torture ; and has 
extorted confessions of several robberies. They will be 
brought before the Che-hsien for trial. It is stated that most 
of them are former soldiers of the force at Feng-hwang-shan. 

Judgment has been given by Sir Edmund Hornby in the case 
of Norman Hill v. E. A. Reynolds, in which a claim was made 
for settlement of alleged partnership in the steamer Jron Prince. 
His Lordship gave judgment for the defendant, but without 
costs, as defendant ought, in his own interest, to have answered 
the petition, pleaded the statute of limitations. and thus in all 
probability saved the plaintiff from the expenses he had uselessly 
inc . 
We hear that a meeting of tea buyers and tea tasters was held 
on Tuesday evening at the club, to consider what steps should 
be adopted with regard to the new conditions of sale imposed on

The long-continued rain seems to be doing a deal of damage 
in the country. Rice has gone up three mace per picul here, 
and the water on the paddy-fields is now on a level with the 
creek. Traffic between Shanghai and the country is seriously 
interfered with, owing to the rains having swollen the creeks to 
such an extent that the majority of the boats are unable to pass 
underneath the bridges, and great alarm is felt in Hoochow re- 
specting the fate of the rice-crop. 


FOOCHOW. 
The subjoined items of intelligence from this port are taken 
from the Foochow Herald :— 


A recent seizure by the Chinese authorities of two chests of 
opium on board the British steamer Kwang Tung has attracted 
much notice, and caused considerable excitement in native circles. 
The opium in question was imported by the compradore of a 
foreign hong—on his own account, and in his own name. The 
Lekin authorities had certain alleged reasons for suspecting this 
Chinaman of evading the local dues (which, as our readers are 
probably aware, are enormous) ; they consequently communicated 
with the Customs by whose order, we understand, the drug was 
seized on board the steamer. Whether the seizure was irregular, 
or not—legal or otherwise—are, we think, quite open questions 
but it is very certain that had the property belonged to a 
foreigner it could not have been dealt with by the Chinese au- 
thorities in such a summary manner. The owner of the pro- 
perty—being probably in dread of imprisonment and possible 
torture—consented, however, to its confiscation, in addition to 
the heavy fine of Tls. 4,200, and so the matter ended.

steamer Zamnbesz, master, George Frederick Cates, while within 
the waters of the colony on 17th June, coming into collision 
with a certain Chinese tishing junk, by reason ot which casualty 
loss of life ensued. Mr. Brereton appeared on behalf of the 
P. and O. Company. After hearing the evidence adduced, the 
Court finds that the collision was unavoidable, and no blame 
attributable to the captain or officers of the Zambesz. The 
Court has therefore returned his certificate to Capt. Cates. 

In the police-court Mr. Brereton has applied that some pre- 
pared opium found on board the P.M.S.S. Great [Republic on 
the day of her departure be given up to the Opium Farmer. 
Mr. Russell examined several witnesses as to the seizure, and 
Mr. Baffey said he searched the steamer by order of Mr. Emory, 
and found two boxes containing 200 tins of prepared opium in the 
cabin of thesecondengineer. No officersof the company’s steamers 
were allowed to carry opium, and on behalf of the company he 
would mention that the search and seizure was made without 
warrants, but on the order of Mr. Emory, when he was in- 
formed that opium was secreted on board. As there was no 
one appearing to claim the opium, Mr. Russell ordered it to be 
given to the Opium Farmer. 

His Excellency the Administrator has appointed Mr. J. P. 
M‘Euen, Assistant Harbour Master, to act as Harbour Master, 
Marine Magistéate, and Emigration Officer, during the absence 
on leave of Mr. Thomsett. Dr. C. J. Wharry is appointed to 
act as Colonial Surgeon and Surgeon of the Lock Hospital, 
during the temporary absence on leave of Dr. Ayres, who has 
left for Australia. 

Amongst. those who distinguished themselves at the recent 
fire on Peddar’s Wharf we ought not to have omitted to mention 
the name of Mr, Evans, chief officer of the P. and O. steamer 
Columbian, who with a number of men-of-war volunteers did 
good service. The brigades from the Princess Charlotte and 
Modeste also deserve special mention. 

The s.s. Japan has been successfully docked. The nature of 
the damage was found to be a large hole in the starboard after 
bilge ; the rudder and the rudder post were considerably bent, 
the damage to the latter part being the most serious. 

The wreck of the Poyang, and such pieces of the machinery as 
have been recovered, were sold by eablic auction on the 25th 
June, by Mr. Armstrong, Government auctioneer. The price 
realised was $900. The Marine Court of Inquiry into the loss of 
the steamer has completed its labours, but the decision is not yet 
published. 

The Italian frigate Vettor Pisani has rescued from one of the 
Wangi Wangi Islands fifteen of the crew and passengers of the 
eee ship James Condie, bound from New York to Yoko- 

ama. 

It is reported that if an opposition line be started against the 
H. K. C. and M. Steamboat Company, a third line will share 
the competition. 

The Eastern and Australian Mail Company’s screw-steamer 
Bowen arrived here on the 29th June. Her passage out showed 
a remarkably high average of speed. 

The sabjomied: items of intelligence are taken from the Over- 
land Trade Report :— 

A few of the foreign residents at Canton were the other day 
taking exercise as usual on the Bund, when all at once they be- 
came sensible of a horrid smell. It was most overpowering, 
and they hastily beat a retreat. Attention was naturally drawn 
to the river, from which direction the stench came, and a snake 
boat, in which were a number of decapitated bodies in an ad- 
vanced state of decomposition, was seen floating down leisurely 
with the tide. It appeared that this craft, manned by a num- 
ber of pirates, had attacked a passage boat. The occupants of 
the latter, however, had proved too numerous for the despera- 
does, and had seized them, cut off their heads, pitched the 
bodies into their own boat, and allowed it to floataway. Some 
of the steamers at Canton endeavoured to fire into it and sink 
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it with its ghastly freight as it passed them, but they could not 
hit it. The attention of some of the petty mandarins was 
drawn to it, and measures were taken to have it removed from 
the river. . 

The British steamship Carisbrooke, so notorious of late through 
her seizure, has arrived from Canton. The rudder is terribly 
smashed up. The shot, after splintering up the rudder, appears 
to have ripped along the counter of the starboard side, as there 
is a large hole nine inches above water, which is filled in with 
bags to keep the water from being swept in by the bags of 
the propeller. On her arrival a number of pepe went off to 
examine the damage. There have also arrived in her three Euro- 
peans, in the employ of the Chinese Customs House, to protect 
the cargo. On the Ist July Captain Cairns made an inspection 
of the vessel. He gave it as his opinion that the inquiry in her 
side, which Mr. Marsh Brown said was caused by a bolt from 
the rudder, was produced bya shot. The Carisbrooke is now 
discharging her cargo into Messrs. Russell and Co.’s godowns. 

A meeting of the Legislative Council was held on the 29th 
June. An addition of £100 to the grant made to the family of 
the late Mr. Douglas, it was announced by the administrator, 
had been authorised by the Secretary of State. An ordinance 
providing for a supplementary estimate of $150,000 was read a 
first time; so, also, were ordinances to provide for public and 
Bank Holidays, for licensing small passenger steamers, for the 
more effective protection of “Her Majesty’s naval stores, and for 
the regulation of pawnbrokers’ licences, to provide for the de- 
volution of the site of St. Paul’s College. The sum of $9,000 
was voted for the repair of damages to public works caused by 
the late typhoon. It was also decided, after some discussion, to 
vote $3,400 for improvements at East Point. 

An extraordinary meeting of the fshareholders of the China 
Traders’ Insurance Company was held in Hong Kong on the 21st 
June, when some amendments in the articles of association were 
discussed and ultimately to. It was announced that a 
confirmatory meeting would be held on the 5th July. The 
secretary pro tem. submitted a statement showing the exact posi- 
tion of the company, from which it appeared that the balance of 
assets over liabilities amounted to $216,000. One of the share- 
holders, Mr. Stephens, disputed the correctness of the statement, 
and wished to have the company wound up. Most of the share- 
wean elas averse to ae and it was resolved, in order to 
strengthen the position of the company, to agree to the proposal 
made by the hieaione that a call of $500 per share should be 
made, payable in three instalments, $100 in July, $200 in Sep- 
tember, and $200 in December. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 10th 
July ; the P. and O. mail from London June 11 arrived out 
on the 10th July. The following summary of news is from the 
Straits Times :— 

Judgment was given by the Chief Justice on the 5th July 
in the suit of Messrs. Boustead- and Co. v. the late firm of 
Harrison, Smith and Co., to recover the balance due on certain 
promissory notes. The circumstances of this case are somewhat 
peculiar. Before the notes fell due, Messrs, Harrison, Smith 
and Co. sustained losses, which necessitated the stoppage of 
their business, and at a meeting of their creditors it was deemed 
advisable that the firm should go into liquidation, the manag- 
ing partner of the plaintiff's firm being one of the committee 
under whose supervision the estate was realised. Dividends 
were paid to the creditors amounting to about 75 per cent., and 
this action was brought to recover the balance of the debt due 
to the plaintiffs. On behalf of the defendants, it was pleaded 
that it was tacitl d the liquidation should operate as a 
release from all further claims in respect of the debts of the 
firm, but as they failed to prove any specific agreement to that 
effect either with the plaintiffs or at any meeting of creditors, 
judgment was given for the plaintiffs. 

It is rumoured that Captain Ord, the present Assistant 
Treasurer at Malacca, is to come to Singapore as Acting Post- 
master-General, in the room of Mr. Trotter, absent on leave. 
As the duties have been already very satisfactorily performed 
for the last three months by Mr. Harman, the Assistant Post- 
master in charge, without any extra remuneration for his 
trouble, it is difficult to understand the necessity for any such 
appointment, and the feeling is Hg ata here that the acting 
appointment, if necessary, should given to the officer who 
now does the work so satisfactorily. 

Murders and assaults with deadly weapons have become alarm- 
ingly frequent of late. Several cases of this nature have come 
before the Assizes now being held, and one or two more stabbing 
cases have occurred since the sessions Besides two or 
three wilful murders, the cases of cutting and wounding have 
been of the most aggravated description, the murderous intent 
pee ana ba bi el In order to check these crimes, the 
Chief Justice passed very severe sentences upon those who 
have been found guilty, two having been sentenced to ten yearg’ 
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penal servitude, and another, a European, to four yeara, There 
are several other cases of this nature on the calendar. 

Duncan Ross, cook of the steamer Sarpedon, has been arraigned 
at the Assizes, charged with culpable homicide, not amounting to 
murder, in having caused the death of a seaman named Thomas 
Wilkinson. The jury, after hearing the evidence, returned a 
verdict of not guilty, and the prisoner was discharged. 

The news from Atchin is unimportant. Colonel Pel, who has 
held the civil and military command since General Van Swieten 
left, has been relieved by Colonel Van Kirchem. Neither the 
Dutch nor the Atchinese seem to be making any movement of 
importance ; the invading force appear to have adopted the 
licy of merely mere on to their positions, trusting by tinng 
out the patience of the enemy to effect their ultimate submis- 
sion. 

On the morning of the 11th June a slight shock of earthquake 
was felt at Manila. Earthquakes appear to be very frequent of 
late, to judge from a correspondent’s letter in the Comercio, in 
which it is stated that, from the 19th May to the 3rd June (the 
date of the letter), earthquakes were felt daily there. On the 
19th June a new tug steamer, named the Mariposa, was launched 
at Manila on account of the firm of Russell and Sturgis there. 

A fire broke out on the 7th July among the spare sails on 
board the American ship Bengal, while lying at the Borneo Com- 
pany’s wharf, but was extinguished without doing any serious 


damage. 





PENANG. 

Our advices extend to the 12th July, the P. and O. mail from 
London June 11 arrived out on the 8th July. The following 
items of news are from the Penang Gazette :-— 

The intelligence we have received this week from Atchin is 
on the whole of a favourable nature for the Dutch, who have 
again repulsed an attack made on several of their posts, without 
sustaining any loss. The Atchinese had three killed and 
eighteen wounded. It is reported that Tuanku Daub, a boy of 
about eleven years of age, cousin of the late Sultan of Atchin, 
has been proclaimed Sultan, yet it remains to be seen in how far 
this appointment will be approved of by the majority of the 
principal headmen. 

On the Ist and 2nd a violent storm visited Atchin Proper, 
several large trees having been blown down in Kottah Rajah 
and neighbourhood. A very large branch fell upon one of the 
hospital wards, causing the death of no less than seven men ; and 
another case is reported of two men having been killed by the 
fall of a tree at ert es Longbatta, one of the Dutch posts. The 
state of health is still stationary, but cholera has entirely ceased. 

General Pe] is spending three months in Java, at the end of 
which period he will resume his command at Atchin. 

The Head-Inspector of Lights and Beacons passed through 
this place on Saturday last, en route for Atchin. He is to super- 
intend the final arrangements of the light-apparatus at Palo 
Bras, and the light was to be exhibited regularly from the Ist 
instant. The lighthouse is named “ Willemstoren.” 

The Rev. Mr. Biggs, from Malacca, having been appointed to 
do duty as Colonial Chaplain of Penang, we understand, pending 
further arrangements, arrived here yesterday, and, consequently, 
there will be divine service in St. George’s to-morrow. 

We hear it rumoured, on good authority, that Captain Ord is 
to be removed from Malacca to Singapore, in which latter place 
he is to be fitted into the office of Acting Postmaster-general of 
the Straits Settlements.

TEA. 

Hankow.—Mesars. Evans, Pugh, and Co.’s Report says:—During the 
fortnight that has elapsed since the issue of our last report about 66,000 
chests of tea have been sold at this port, which is about 10,000 chests 
in excess of the business done in the corresponding time last year. The 
shipments to Shanghai show a considerable falling off, being 16,000 
chests, against 33,000 chests. The stock has at no time been allowed 
to accumulate, teamen having continued to be free sellers. Total 
arrivals show an excess of about 45,000 chests over those at the same 
time last season. It is probable that the first crop will be at least that 
quantity larger than it was in 1874. Prices of most descriptions have 
shown but little change, the commoner classes are however rather 
lower. But few Ningchows have been offered on this market, only 
about 4,000 half chests having found buyers at rates which show fair 
value. Second crop teas are expected to be offered during the present 
week. Reports as to the quality vary much. After the heavy rains 
that we have had of late we are prepared to find it inferior. Quota- 
tions are—For medium to fair Oopacks, Tls. 16 to 24, against Tis. 16.50 
to 25 at same date last season ; for medium to fair Oanfas, Tls. 20.30 
to 31.50, against Tis. 18.25 to 28 do.; for medium Oonahmas, Ts. 16.25 
to 19.50, against Tls. 16 to 19 do.; for common Oonahms, T's, 14.25 to 
15, inst Tls. 14.75 to 15 do.; for medium to fair Ningchow, Ts. 
22.50 to 28. Settlements to date are, 311,942 chests, against 241,871 
chests in 1874. 

Kiuki1ane.—Settlements of Black teas since the 7th June amounted 
to 2,862 half-chesta, at Tls. 28 to 39 for local-packed, Tls. 20 to 40 for 
Hohows, and Tis. 244 {to 28 for Ningchows. Total arrivals, 106,449 
chests. Stock, 1,000 chests. 


SuHancual.— Black: There had been a fair business transacted, but 
the total settlements since the opening of the market showed a marked 
decrease as compared with those of last season, the figures being 36,060 
chests, against 49,196 chests at the same time a year ago. The only 
change to notice in prices was a decline of Tl. 1 per picul in Oonams 
and a fall of Tls. 1 to 2 per picul in the rates paid for medium Ning- 
chows. The settlements for the fortnight amounted to 26,753 chests, 
comprising 10,861 chests Ningchow at Tis. 25.30 to 40, 8,053 chests 
Hohow at Tis. 16 to 36}, 2,729 chests Oonfa at Tls. 234 to 29, and 
5,110 chests Oonam at Tis. 19 to 21. Stock: 19,000 chests, against 
13,000 chests last year. (freen: On the 15th June musters of a chop 
of Taeping tea and a common Pingsuey were shown ; no further mus- 
ters were placed on the market until the 21st, when some chops of fine 
Pingsuey were shown. There were 12 chops Pingsuey and 2 chops Tae- 
ping on offer. No business had taken place, as buyers were holding off 
for a larger reduction on last year’s opening rates than the teamen were 
inclined to submit to. The quality of tea on offer was very much like 
that of last season, both in leaf and liquor. The stock consisted of 
5,892 half-chesta Pingsuey, and 571 half-chests Taeping. 


Foocnow.—Messrs, Weatall, Galton and Co.’s Weekly Letter says :— 
At the commencement of the week several very unfavourable telegrams 
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were received from London, which very nearly had the effect of sus- 
pending operations for that market. The comparatively small business 
that has taken place since, for the time of year, has been almost con- 
fined to operations for the various Colonial markets.’ Congou: Not- 
withstanding that Australian buyers have been operating on a fair 
scale, a considerable reduction is noticeable on common and flavoury 
grades—say, a fall from the highest point of Tls. 3 to 4. Medium, 
good medium, and fine kinds have also declined in value. Souchong : 
Settlements are without change. Oolongs: Rates have been main- 
tained. Flowery Pekoe: The few parcels that have changed hands 
show better value. Scented Teas: Previous quotations have been 
maintained, without the same amount of attention being bestowed on 
this description. Late arrivals are better scented. The export to 
Great Britain, the Continent of Europe, and the Cape of Good Hope 
amounts to 18,371,455 lbe., against 12,129,336 Ibs. at the same period 
last year ; to the Colonies 1,121,041 lbs., against 1,933,660 Ibs. last 
year. 
cane ip bleweeeiar Aer of Ooloong at Amoy had been 4,304 
-chests, consisting mostly of superior and fine es, cargo 
kinds still being scarce. One chop grading extra Papa Sule for 
the London market at $29.50 short, showing no change in value. 
Congous : Offers for about 5,000 half-chesta were made on a basis of 
$18 per picul short for fairly clean liquoring teas, but no business 
had resulted, teamen wanting $2 to $3 more than the above figure. 
Arrivals to date 35,825 half-chests. Formosa Ooloong: From Tamsui 
advices to the 26th June reported a continuance of business on much 
the same scale as advised in our last. Foreigners had been buying 
very sparingly the teas on offer, which consisted almost entirely of 
medium kinds, say from ‘good to superior cargo, on which a drop of 
about $1 per picul was quoted. Fully late rates were maintained for 
fine and finest grades, while choice and choicest grades continued very 
scarce. A few musters of second crop teas had been shown on the 
market and were much better than the spring crop, the appearance of 
the leaf being decidedly better. The export to date amounted to 
969,988 lbs., against 858,612]bs. at the same time last year. No fur- 
ther transactions in native ari Tamsuis had taken place, but 
musters of about 4,000 -half-chests would be on show in a few days, 
and business would no doubt result, as teamen were rather anxious 
to realise, 

CaNnTON.—Messrs. Deacon and Co.’s Report says :—Our market has 
been very quiet during the past fortnight, and but little business has 
been passing. The very unfavourable telegrams received from home 
immediately after the departure of last English mail have deterred 
buyers from entering into any extensive operations, and we do not ex- 
pect to see business generally resumed until more reassuring advices 
reach us, and teamen are willing to accept lower terms than have 
hitherto been current. Cungous: Settlements have been small, and 
show no change. From Macao a few shipments still continue to be 
made, but prices are still above rates ruling at home. Scented Teas : 
Although a somewhat lower tendency in our market for Capers is gene- 
rally noticeable, yet settlements have been so unimportant that we 
make no change in quotations. Purchases of fair and medium sorts 
show rather better value than formerly, but prices for fine Teas are 
well maintained, and the supply of these is now small. 


SILK. 

SHANGHAL—The Chamber of Commerce Report says :—A compara- 
tively steady market has existed for Silk during the fortnight, the de- 
mand running principally on medium and common Tsatlces. The 
arrivals have come in freely from the interior, and the stock is con- 
siderable, but the sales that holders have been able to effect have just 
been sufficient to prevent them getting uneasy to any noticeable 
extent, so that quotations are to all intents and purposes unchanged. 
Taysaams of the coarse sort have hardly been in as much favour as at 
first, but still buyers have been found for a considerable quantity of 
Woosich’s and Sinszes at from Tis. 235 to 250 ; Laeyangs have dropped 
to Tis. 2224 for fair descriptions. Quotations for Chop Silks are 
Tls. 400, 380 and 360 for Koo-fong-sing’s Nos. 3, 34 and 4 Tsatlees, 
Tis. 330 for Blue Elephants, Tls. 3124 for Ching-yong-shing’s No. 2 
Kiahing ; the latter sorts are wanted, the former very difficult of sale. 
The weather has been very unfavourable for the second crop, and any 
great increase in the export over that of last season is hardly to be 
expected. Settlements for the furtnight, Chinas, 6,000 bales. Total 
settlements since lst June, 1875, 10,000 bales, against 1874-75, 6,500 
bales ; 1873-74, 5,000 bales. Comparative unsold stock on thi 
market, on the 26th June, 1875, 14,000 bales; 1874, 2,500 bales ; 
1873, 8,000 bales. 


CanTON.—Messrs. Deacon and Co. report :—The current price of No 
4 Tsatlee is $330 per picul, or 12s. 3d. per lb., while last London ad- 
vices by telegram quote same classification lls, 6d. per lb. There was 
a moderate demand in the early part of the fortnight, and 300 bales 
were reported settled for last French mail; latterly, however, there 
has been little desire to operate, and only 100 bales have found a 
buyer in the past week. The stock in Canton is graduully increasing, 
and the tendency of the market is towards lower prices, but it ia un- 
likely that any material drop will take place suddenly. Late arrivals 
of second crop silk are turning out better than was anticipated, the 
quality is not on a par with that of previous yicld, but the thread is 
less foul than early musters promised. Loong-kong: there have beeu 
no transactions in this description ; Long-reel: 70 piculs and 40 bales 
are the purchases reported for India ; Re-reels : No new contracts have 
transpired.

Haval and Militarp. 


Admiral Collinson, K.C.B., who has been selected to succeed Sir 
Frederick Arrow as Deputy-Master of the Trinity House, entered the 
Navy in 1823, and became lieutenant in 1835. In 1840 he joined the 
Wellesley, 72, in the East Indies, and during the operations against 
Canton in March, 1841, he waa officially praised for his very skilful and 
highly meritorious exertions in piloting the Modesto, 18, to an ex- 
cellent and effective position about 600 yards of the last fort protecting 
the approaches to the city ; and he obtained every favourable con- 
sideration also for his useful efforts in sounding, conjointly with Lieu- 
tenant Henry Kellett and Mr. Richard Brown, master of the Calliope, 
and conducting several men-of-war safely to an anchorage off Canton 
itself. At the capture, in May following, of the whole line of defences, 
extending about two miles from the British factory, he was further ac- 
tive in getting the ships into their respective positions. He likewise, 
on August 26, having assumed command of the Bentinck (10), evinced 
his skill in sounding the channel ahead of the station occupied by the 
Wellesley, and in then gallantly anchoring within the entrance of the 
bay. In October he assisted at the recapture of Chusan and the storm- 
ing of the fortified heights and citadel of Chinghai. He became com- 
mander 1841, and ,in 1842 was appointed to the Plover ; and subse- 
quently, on the night preceding the capture of Chapoo, sounded 
thoroughly and effectively between the anchorage of the ships and the 
shore, and was engaged in June and July in surveying the channel before 
Wovosung, preparatory to the attack on its batteries ; also in the hos- 
tilities against Shanghai, and in commendably overcoming all the difti- 
culties in the navigation of the Yangtsze duting the advance of the 
British on Chin-kiang. 

A distinguished service reward of £100 per annum has been 
awarded to the Rev. H. Huleatt, M.A., first-class chaplain to the forces. 
Mr. Huleatt was appointed chaplain in October, 1856, having pre- 
viously officiated in the Crimea from September, 1854, to the close of 
the war in 1856 (medal with clasps and Turkish medal). He was 
senior chaplain to the China Expedition in 1857, and was present at 
the capture of Canton, when he was mentioned in despatches. Was 
also in 1859 present at the unsuccessful attack on the Taku Forts, 
when he was dangerously wounded by a ball while attending to the 
wounded on the mud banks. He received the medal with clasp for 
his services on this occasion. 

Major W. Stevens, late of the 2nd Queen’s Own Regiment, has been 
installed a Military Knight at St. George’s Chapel, Windsor. Major 
Stevens has seen much service in the China and Ashantee wars. He 
served in the ranks of the 49th Regiment throughout our first war with 
China in 1842, and was present at tho taking of Chusan, storming of 
the heights of Canton and other affairs. 

The repairs of the Fawn—which we noticed in May last as likely to 
be commissioned for surveying work in China or Japan —will occupy 
rbout two months. She will be fitted with the boilers from the 
Royalist. 


A rew days since Dr. A. D. Kerr, M.B. and C.M. was found drowned 
in the harbour at Millport. Dr. Kerr was last scen standing on the 
quay, and it is supposed he must havo stepped over the quay, and no 
one being at hand to give him help, lost his life. Dr. Kerr was little 
over thirty years of age. He had practised abroad in India, China, 
and Japan, and also served as surgeon on board of some ships. 

IT is stated at Berlin that the remainder of the indemnity due to 
German subjects for the plunder of the brig Bésinarck in Chinese 
waters has been paid, and the Governor-General of Canton has written 
to the Gerinan Consul expressing great regret at tlhe lawless act which 
had been committed. 

THE Geographical Congress now in session in Paris has granted ex- 
ceptional rewards to M. Francois Delaporte, and M. Garnier (deceased), 
for their journey to Cochin-China, and to the Austrians, Herren Payer 
and Weyprecht, and Count Wilczeck for their recent North Pole ex- 
pedition. .

REDRESS IN CHINA. 

In a late issue we alluded briefly to the rumour which, 
according to a telegram published in the daily papers, 
obtained currency in China to the effect that it was under 
contemplation to despatch a special embassy to England with 
reference to the difficulty which has arisen in consequence 0 
the murder of the late Mr. MaRGARY. The whole circum- 
stances connected with this lamentable affair seem, however, 
to be drifting so rapidly in the same direction as that into 
which so many similar negotiations have drifted, that we 
do not hesitate to recur to the subject, and to point out 
the danger which the home Government will incur if they 
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fail to act with promptness and allow the Chinese an 
opportunity of staving off inquiry until they have gained 
sufficient time to give their own colouring to the facts. 
There can be no doubt in the mind of anyone who has 
had experience of the way in which the Chinese officials 
habitually act in cases of this kind, that one of their 
chief objects will be to create as much delay as possible ; 
and it is most probably with this idea that they have hit 
upon the expedient of despatching the special embassy. 
In respect to the Tientsin massacre, there could be no 
question that this hope of delay mainly actuated them in 
despatching CHUNG-HOW, and we may be certain that no- 
thing will favour them more in the ptesent instance, or be 
more in accordance with their traditional policy, than to 
stave off the matter until it has become so difficult as to be 
almost hopeless to arrive at the actual facts and to bring 
home the derelictions of the officials to the guilty parties. 
How constantly this policy of procrastination has been re- 
sorted to by the Chinese,and howsuccessful it has repeatedly 
been will be seen by the subjoined extract from the fly-leaf 
of the DENHAM and GULLY Journal, published in a London 
paper as far back as 1843 :— 

December 5th, 1843: The Indian mail which has just arrived has 
brought the report of the Chinese authorities on the inquiry they were 
ordered to make respecting the murder of the crews of the Nerbudda 
and Anne. This inquiry was undertaken on the demand of Sir H. 
Pottinger. The report is ridiculously defective in every respect but 
one, namely, in that which declares the authorities at Formosa to have 
obtained from the Emperor rewards and honours by fraudulently and 
falsely representing the mode of the capture of the two unfortunate 
crews. The parties thus guilty aredoomed to punishment. On this point 
it is plain enough, and so far it fully confirms the statements made in 
the journals of Captain Denham and Mr. Gully. Those journals will 
furnish, if the Chinese think fit to use them, the means of obtaining 
fuller information on other points. And it is even yet to be hoped 
that they who caused the murder of so many of the captives will be 
at least equally punighed with those who won honours and rewards by 
false representations. The Chinese Government should be pressed to 
make further inquiries. 

We can only say in the present instance the Chinese Go- 
vernment should be pressed, and firmly pressed, not only to 
institute the necessary inquiries, but to insist upon the 
punishment of the guilty parties. This was supposed to 
be the course adopted, and it is scarcely to be believed that 
the Government at home—whatever may be the ileas of 
itsrepresentativeat Peking on the subject—will depart from 
this simple treatment of the matter because the Chinese 
officials desire to adopt in regard to it a line of procedure 
which can only be designed to increase the already 
great difficulties in arriving at a true understanding 
of the matter. It is possible, though we should be 
sorry to think it probable, that our Minister at Peking 
may be disposed to listen to the suggestion of a 
special Embassy being sent, under an idea that that 
course will spare him much trouble and responsibility ; 
but such a course amounts to nothing less than delibe- 
rately allowing ‘the Chinese officials to snap their fingers 
at his authority, and, if adopted as a precedent, it must 
have the effect of entirely doing away with the influence 
of our representatives, while it will most assuredly tend 
not in favour of, but directly against, any satisfactory set- 
tlement of the difficulty. Neither our Minister nor the 
Home Government can prevent the despatch of the Em- 
bassy from Peking, but the answer which should be given 
to it by the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs is clear, 
namely, that while the Home Government is willing to 
listen to all that may be urged upon it, the settlement of 
the matter must rest with the Minister at Peking, and 
the Chinese Government mnst satisfy him that justice has 
been done by them.

THE SEIZURE OF THE BRITISH STEAMER 
“ CARISBROOKE.” 

ACCORDING to the statement of the case connected with 
the ‘above incident, drawn up by Mr. HAyYLuar, counsel 
for the defence, it appears to be admitted that the steamer 
was actually within three miles of Hainan, and conse- 


quently within China waters—a circumstance which, of 


course, diminishes to a considerable degree the importance 
of the matter in an international point of view, though 
it does not detract from the grounds of complaint as to 
the high-handed manner in which the whole affair was 
conducted, and the undesirableness that Customs’ cruisers 
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should be allowed to fire into foreign vessels except the 
most urgent necessity exist for taking that course. It 
appears, however, that the matter has been fairly investi- 
gated, and that Sir BRooKE ROBERTSON has done all that 
was in his power to arrive at an equitable settlement of 
the affair. An unfortunate technicality, however, seems 
to stand in the way, namely, that the Treaty provides for 
the confiscation of the vessel and cargo, and not the im- 
position of a fine; so that, although the Chinese autho- 
rities at Canton were willing that a much smaller punish- 
ment than seizure of the whole should be inflicted, they 
have been unable to do so, and the case has had to be re- 
ferred to Peking. A very important opinion upon the ques- 
tion of confiscations and fines in China was given by Sir 
Fitzroy KELLY and the late Mr. WINGROVE COOKE, in 
which it was pointed out that a distinction existed in ex- 
territorial countries between confiscations and fines. - The 
former being in rem it is competent for the Chinese to 
make, but the latter being in the nature of punishments 
and in personam, can only be inflicted by the Consul of 
the party accused. The difficulty which has arisen might 
be entirely averted by rules being drawn up with due re- 
ference to this distinction, that is, making the seizure of 
the vessel merely the preliminary step, the vessel being 
held as security for such penalty as the Consul and Chinese 
authorities sitting together as a Mixed Court shall con- 
sider requisite to meet the merits of the case. The matter 
is to be referred to Peking, and it is to be hoped that this 
point will be adjusted in this manner. It is obviously 
unjust that the seizure of a whole ship and cargo should 
in all cases be made the penalty for the breach of fiscal 
regulations ; but, of course, it cannot be expected that the 
Chinese will give up their right to take this course, until 
adequate means are provided for inflicting such penalties 
as may be in accordance with the merits of individual 
cases. We are glad to observe that Sir BROOKE ROBERT- 
Son contended that there were several mitigating circum- 
stances in the present instance, and appears to have given 
complete satisfaction to the defendants by the manner in 
which he felt called upon to protect their interests and to 
see that justice was done. 


THE report of the proceedings at the meeting of the 
creditors of Messrs. SHAND and Co., an old-established 
firm connected with Madras and Ceylon, exhibits a further 
specimen of the mode of transacting business which has 
largely increased in late years since the introduction of 
the new systems of financing: What a firm can expect to 
come to that accepts bills in the manner shown in the late 
failures arising out of CoLLIE and Co. it is difficult to 
imagine. The bills of this firm were accepted by either 
their accomplices or their dupes without any sort of security. 
In cases such as RAINBOW, HOLBERTON and Co., which 
commenced with some cotton operations, no goods or docu- 
ments could be traced, but yet the firm accepted up to 
£50,000, and were content with CoLLIE and Co.'s promises 
that they would square up in August. These bills, which 


represented nothing, were swallowed by our first-class - 


banks. It seems clear that once a firm gets into a swing 
of credit with such a Bank as the London and Westmin- 
ster everything is “‘ put to their credit” without scrutiny ; 
hence we find advances to KILBURN, KERSHAW and 
Co. on silk, largely above the market value, and CoL- 
LIE’s bills upon men hardly known in the mercantile 
world. It is of little avail to descant on what has passed, 
but it is of avail to bring to justice all cases of abstraction of 
goods such as existed in the case of LYALL, STILL, and Co. 
and others. In this respect it is to be hoped that Bank 
directors and creditors generally, will not shrink from 
making an example of all such delinquents. 


In the account given in the local papers of the de- 
structive fire which took place at Hong Kong on the night 
of the 22nd of June, we read that both of the Government 
fire-engines broke down. Apart from the cost of the 
engines themselves, there is an annual charge on the colony 
of salaries for a superintendent of the fire brigade, and two 
deputy superintendents. How comes it that the united 
talents of these three gentlemen are insufficient to keep 
the engines in such a state that at all events both of them 
will not break down? The answer, we suspect, is not very 
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hard to find. All the gentlemen thus employed are busily 
engaged with other duties—Mr. May and Mr. RUSSELL as 
police magistrates, Mr. CREAGH as deputy superintendent 
We cannot help thinking that it might be pos- 
sible to do with a less number of superintendents, and 
have a thoroughly efficient engineer to see that there 1s 
no chance of such mishaps as a break down of both engines 
occurring. It is a lamentable fact that it scarcely ever

THE QUEEN’S Speech at the closing of the Parliamentary

I have learnt with deep regret that the expedition despatched by my 
Indian Government from Burmah, with a view to open communications 
with the Western Provinces of China, has been treacherously attacked 
by an armed force while on Chinese territory. This outrage, unhap- 
pily involving the death of a young and promising member of my 
Consular Service, is the subject of careful inquiry ; and no effort shall 
be spared to secure the punishment of those by whom it was instigated 


and committed. 








THE CONSULAR REPORTS ON THE TRADE OF 


CHINA. 1874. 


The first instalment of the Commercial Reports for the 
year 1874 from H.M.’s Consuls in China has just been 
issued from the Foreign-office, comprising those from 


Tientsin, Hankow, Kiukiang, Ningpo, Tamsuy, Amoy, 
Swatow, and Canton. The reports from Newchwang, 


Chefoo, Chinkiang, Shanghai, Foochow, and Taiwan have 
not yet been received. The following is a summary of 


the Blue-book referred to :— 


TiENTSIN.—The net value of the import and export trade 
was Tls. 18,827,577, equal, at the exchange of 6s. per tael, to 


£5,648,273, figures which, when compared with the returns of 


1872 and 1873, are, in Mr. Consul Mongan’s opinion, most satis- 


factory. The disproportion between the imports and exports 


was more than usually remarkable last year, the values respec- 
tively being Tls. 17,682,684 and Ts. 1,144,89% The import 
trade of 1874, in both its subdivisions, compares favourably 


with that of 1873, both the native produce and foreign imports 
Of the former the most important 
articles were silk piece goods, sugar, rice, and paper, the united 


showing a marked increase. 


value of which was more than 4,000,000 taels. The same com- 
tive increase in quantity and value is observable in the three 
great staples amongst the imports of foreign origin, viz., Indian 


opium, grey shirlings, and T-cloths, the total increase in 1874 


being Tls. 650,935, or £195,280 18s. With regard to drills, 
English have fallen off largely, Dutch are stationary, and Ameri- 
can show an improvement, which is the more noteworthy be- 
cause from 1869 to 1873 they had been anuually, and for the 
last two years of this period rapidly, declining. On the 
whole, says Mr. Mongan, the value of the cotton piece 
goods imported last year represents nearly three-fifths 
of the total value of the foreign imports during 1874, 
and grey shirtings alone represent more than one-fifth of the 
sume value. With regard to the unfavourable condition of the 
trade in woollens, except in the case of English camlcts and 
crape lastings, Mr. Mongan writes :—“ Whether it be from the 
competition of Russian cloth (large quantities of which are sold 
at Kalgan and Tientsin that do not appear in the Customs’ 
Return), or from the fact that the winter in this province is so 
severe as to make furs of various kinds more suitable for cloth- 
ing during the intense cold than woollen cloth, certain it is that 
the growth of the woollen trade at Tientsin cannot be considered 
satisfactory.” The year 1874 has been more favourable than its 
predecessor as regards the quantity of opium imported, “an 
increase of 452°92 piculs in the importation of Malwa more than 
counterbalancing a total decrease of 78°52 piculs in Bengal and 
Persian.” Native opium appears to be driving Persian entirely 
out of the Tientsin market, for while in 1871 the amount im- 
ported was 310 piculs, last year it was only 21°14 piculs, and in 
1872 it disappeared altogether. The prices of opium through- 
the year have been unfavourable, and Her Majesty’s Consul 
was informed by one of the chief importers that “the year’s 
busivess has been a losing and discouraging one for foreigners 
engaged in the trade.” Mr. Mongan makes some interesting 
remarks on the opium trade, from which much information may 
be gained respecting the native drug. From a table which he 
gives, we see that the price of native opium varies enormously, 
viz., from Tls. 110 per picul in Yunnar, to Tls. 320 in Chihli 
and Tls. 510 in Shensi. Although the export trade at Tientsin 
in 1874 shows a decrease of more than Tls. 100,000 when com- 
pared with the previous year, Mr. Mongan thinks that there are 
some encouraging features tv be noticed in it, the chief one 
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being a very large comparative increase in the export of camel’s 
wool. The Russian transit trade fell off greatly last year, show- 
ing a general decrease in value of Tls. 608,958 as compared with 
1873, which is probably to be attributed to an overstocked 
market. The Chinese passenger trade in 1874 was good, the 
numbers being 12,952, or an increase of 3,021 over 1873. 

Hankow.—There is no very remarkable feature in the export 
trade, except the very large decrease (over 6,000,000 Ibs.) in the 
export of brick tea, and an increase of 1,700,000 Ibs. in that of 
green tea ; consequently, though black tea shows an increase of 
little short of a million pounds, the total export of tea in 1874 
was 70,912,533 Ibs. against 74,543,089 Ibs. in 1873. With 
the exception of coal, the other exports showed hardly any 
variation. A similar remark applies to the import of the 
principal manufactured goods, if we except only drills and lon 
ells, the former showing a falling off of about 120,000 pieces an 
the latter of 23,000 pieces. In opium there is a decrease of 133 
piculs, which, Mr. Hughes says, is explained by the increased 
consumption of nativeopium. With regard to this, which seems 
to be more in favour than formerly in the Hankow district, Mr. 
Hughes observes :—“‘ It is stated that many well-to-do Chinese 
who had been in the habit of smoking foreign opium have given 
it up in whole or in part in favour of the native article, the use 
of which is believed to be less hurtful to the constitution and 
attended with less physical inconvenience. For instance, the 
confirmed smoker of Indian opium generally passes sleepless 
nights, whereas smokers of native opium do not suffer to the same 
extent in this respect.” The cotton crop in Central China was 
large, owing to there having been no inundation, and conse- 
i aad the import shows a considerable decrease. Seaweed 
shows a large increase, probably owing to the fact that Japanese 
traders have commenced to establish themselves at Hankow. 
The total value of the import trade was £5,112,144, the average 
rate of exchange being caken at 5s. 10d. per tael. Under the 
head of Shipping and Navigation Mr. Hughes gives some details 
of the working of the competition between foreign and Chinese 
steamers, and he further notes that the passenger traffic is greatly 
on the increase. 

Kivkxiana.—Mr. Vice-Consul King reports that the trade 
continues to increase steadily, as it has done for the last four 
years, the increase being observable in nearly every article im- 
ported. Of the various causes, he remarks, of the temporary 
obscuration of this port, which has now nearly passed, the ob- 
structiveness of officials is the greatest. So miuch so is this the 
case, that Chinkiang and Ningpo, shut off as they are from this 
province by considerable ranges of mountains, are yet able to 
compete successfully in the import of piece goods with the pro- 
vincial port, and actually to lay down goods within the district of 
Kiukiang itself. ‘The increase in grey shirtings and T-cloths is 
attributed to direct importation ; direct, that is to say, in so far as 
they are immediately destined for the port, though transhipped at 
Shanghai. The export of tea showed a notable increase last 
year, being 2,632,843 Ibs. in excess of the previous one. “The 
tea crop this year (1874),” Mr. King adds, ‘ has been of un- 
exampled excellence, and the prices which the finest kinds of black 
tea have realised in the home markets have exceeded those of any 
hae year.” With regard to the “ Operation of Tariff,” Mr. 

ing observes :—“ Now that direct importation of piece goods has 
begun, it is very desirable that the import duties should be levied 
on them here instead of as now at Shanghai. They are neces- 
sarily transhipped at the latter port from the ocean into the 
river vessels, Just as tea is carried hence by the river to the ocean 
steamers. But while purchasers of tea here and at Hankow pay 
all duties on the spot, and tranship through the steamer com- 
panies without further trouble or expense, direct importers of 
foreign goods are obliged to be at the expense of having agents, 
and providing money, at Shanghai, for the simple object of pay- 
ing the import duty, as the transhipment is still made by the 
steamer companies. It would be a great convenience, therefore, 
both to this port and to Hankow, if goods destined for the river 
paid duty on landing at their port of destination, passing 
through Shanghai under bond. This would entail no more 
trouble or expense to the custom-houses at either port, butrather 
less.” Under “General Remarks,” at the close of his Report, Mr. 
King says :—“The renovation of this port, to which I have 
pointed in my reports of the last two years, has at length a- 
sumed a more substantial form. An English and a Russian 
firm are establishing here ; several firms in Shanghai have 
determined to send agents here during the season and buy tea, 
instead of at Hankow, whither formerly Kiukiang tea was sent 
for sale, there being no market here; land and house property 
has risen incredibly in value, and house accommodation is much 
wanted. Nothing is needed now for the permanent success of 
Kiukiang and its trade but prudence on the part of those 
trading here and untiring efforts to realise the privileges granted 
them oy treaty, though refused by the provincial Govert- 
ment.” | 

Ninero.—Mr. Acting Consul Forrest reports a decrease 10 
the import of all articles except lead, tin, Malwa opium, black 
pepper, rice, sugar, and a few other articles of Chinese produc- 
tion. With regard to cotton and woollen goods, the decrease 1s 
considerable, a very serious cause for this being the fact that 
“the entire trade has got into the hands of the piece goods

anton guilds were. Foreigners have certainly to thank them- 
selves for the establishment of this formidable trade monopoly.” 
This last statement Mr. Forrest explains at considerable 
length, giving, besides, details of the operations of the guild. 
Owing mainly to the cheapness of the drug, the consumption of 
opium increased some three per cent. Mr. Forrest reports that 
the increase in the growth of native opium is very startling in 
Chekiang, and is still going ou. “ It is to be found close up to 
the walls of Ningpo, and in the gardens at the back of the 
foreign settlement.” At the conclusion of his remarks on this 
subject he observes :—“ [ hope to be able to get much fuller in- 
formation concerning the growth of opium in this Consular dis- 
trict next June, when the crop is ripening. It is entering more 
and more seriously into competition with the Indian produce 
each year, and the defects which now make it so inferior in 
value will, Iam convinced, soon be remedied. Nor need the 
hope be entertained that any official interference will put an 
end to the production. Any real attempt to stop it would 
throw the natives—mostly hardy mountameers, and never well 
in hand, officially s ing—into open revolt. Now the 
mandarins do what they think is their duty, and issue pro- 
hibitory edicts, which the people read, laugh at, arid ignore.” 
By the Customs’ returns there is apparently a falling off in 
the export trade to the net value of £235,943, “ but the pro- 
ductions and manufactures which go out of China show, except- 
ing silk, a small increase.” 

Tamsvuy and KELuna.—Mr. Acting Vice-Consul H. J. Allen 
reports a steady increase in the trade of the port. It is not 
only, he remarks, that an advance appears in almost every 
article of import and export as compared with 1873, and that 
the total trade of the place is more valuable than it has ever 
been before; but if we take a glance at the trade during the 
last six years, we see that the imports have almost, and the 
exports more than doubled themselves in this time, and that the 
total value of the trade is about 100 per cent. greater than it 
was in 1869.” In that year it was £254,604 as compared with 
£507,671 last year. Annexed to hisreport, Mr. Allen furnishes 
some useful meteorological tables, for which he acknowledges 
his indebtedness to the Customs’ officials, and in which matter 
the other Consulates might take a useful lesson from this smal 


rt. 
P® Awoy.—Mr. Acting Consul Phillips’s Report does not furnish 
much information respecting the trade of the port, and no tabu- 
lated statistics at all, and contrasts nafavoura! y with the other 
reports in this Blue-book. The value of fore‘gn goods imported 
in 1874 shows a total decrease of £180,833, while that of the 
native produce, imported chiefly from Newchwang and Iormosa, 
exhibits an increase of £160,735 over 1873. Transit passes came 
into use in July, 1874, and it is hoped that they will benefit the 
trade of the port. The exports to foreign countries exceeded 
in value by £303,779 the shipments in 1873. In 1874 the 
value of the tea exported to foreign countries was £1,084,450, 
and to Chinese ports for re-exportation £44,640, the greater 

art eventually finding its way to the United States. Mr. 

hillips states that there were some twenty-four British ships 
employed arta the year 1874 in carrying 7,345 passcngers 
from Amoy to Manila, Saigon, Java, and the Straits Settle- 
ments, but there is no direct passenger traffic with Australia, 
most of those passengers going via Hong Kong. 

Swatow.—Mr. Acting-Consul Frater considers that the trade 
of this port has been progressing, though the combined values 
of the imports and exports show a falling off of about £5,000, 
but this, he contends, is accounted for by the adoption, on the 
part of the Customs, of a new system of valuation. The foreign 
and native imports have both increased, and the decrease is 
wholly in the exports. Nearly all the cotton and woollen piece 
goods show an increase, which in some instances is very marked, 
as in the case of shirtings, T-cloths, drills, and long ells. Both 
brown and white sugars have been more largely exported, and 
Mr. Frater understands that the area of cultivation has been 
much increased in the neighbourhood, and that much ground, 
originally used for the growing of rice, has been planted with 
sugar cane. There appears to be reasonable prospect of the 
successful employment of steam machinery at this port in the 
crystallisation of the various raw sugars of the district. Mr. 
Frater speaks well of the condition of the emigration and pas- 
senger traffic, and reports that no casualties have occurred during 
the year to vessels carrying coolies to Swatow. The port and 
its neighbourhood continued to be quiet during the year, and, 
so far as Mr. Frater is aware, there were no clan fights. He re- 
ve to have to state that the authorities have not shown much 

iligence or interest in questions of debt referred to them, and 
that, notwithstanding frequent reminders of the existence of 
the cases, they remained inactive, and have continued to be so. 

CanTon.—Sir Brooke Robertson reports that trade has not 
been satisfactory, the returns showing a decrease, both in quan- 
tities and values, the diminution amounting to £793,798. This, 
he says, may be attributed to various causes which are gradually 
working a change in the import branch of the trade, the export 
remaining on a par with the previous year, 1873, with an in- 
crease in fea of 1,825,502 lbs., but a decrease in silk of 1,836 Ibs. 
With regard to tea, H.M.’s Consul remarks that “ the stir 
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guild, which is just as obstructive and sel carats as the old | made in the home market about spurious ie has had its effect 
n 


on this, and the quality offered during the last season has been 
better and more free from the mixture of extraneous matter than 
heretofore.” Owing to teas going through the Suez Canal there 
has been more carelessness shown in firing than there was when 
they went round the Cape, and consequently they sometimes 
have a musty flavour. bf silk we are told that “ the quality 
of the past season has been much on the average, or may be 
said to be ashade lower. Purchasers have looked more closely to 
the packing, or have insisted that the losses of weight en route to 
England above a certain amvunt should bemade good by theseller, 


and this has had the effect of preventing the silk being watered.” 


Opium shows a slight increase in 1874, but a large additional 
quantity goes into the province otherwise through the Foreign 
Custom-house, and it is impossible to give an accurate idea of 
the amount actually imported. In,regard to cotton, the Report 


states that “ the large decrease in the quantity of raw cotton im- 
ported, 161,256 piculs, may be accounted for by its having been 


conveyed from Hong Kong in junks.” Towards the conclusion 
of his Report, which is drawn up with his usual care, Sir Brooke 
Robertson says :—“ As regards the future prospects of the port 
much depends upon circumstances, but as there seems a firm 
determination on the part of foreign purchasers to reject both 
tea and silk which have been doctored in any way, and the tea- 


men are finding it to their interest to stop such proceedings in 
the country, there is every chance of Canton holding its own in 
the home markets. The Canton tea has many of the finer 
qualities of those produced in the Foochow districts ; and neces- 
sarily so, as they are grown upon the range on which the best 
Foochow sorts are gathered. They have, however, a distinct 
position in the market, and fell in estimation solely through the 
malpractices of the growers ; but these being corrected, there 
is no reason why they should not receive their former favour, 
and increase in export.” 


THE ROUTE TO WESTERN CHINA. 


The manager of a teaestate at Sudiya writes on the route from 
Rangoon to Western China :—“ I am anxious to call attention to what 


has always appeared to me, during my residence in Upper Assam, as a 


better, though apparently little considered, route than that through 

Burmah—namely, the one that for the most part of the way nature has 

made for us, and which already belongs to us. I speak of the Brahma: 

pootra river. To any one looking at the map, the advantages of this 
track are evident, when the fact is taken into consideration that the 

Brahmapootra is navigable all the year through as far up as Drlroo- 

ghur, about 27 deg. 30 min., to steamers drawing five feet, and up to 

Sudiya, close under 28 deg., to vessels drawing about three fect of 
water ; for the Irrawaddy, I read in your article, is only navigable up 

to Bhamo, and for vessels only drawing three feet of water. Now, 

Bhamo lies under 24 deg., I believe ; so we have the Bralmapootra 
navigable 250 miles, say, further north and nearer China and Thibet 
than the Irrawaddy. Again, the distance to the sea from Sudiya, 
notwithstanding the above gain of 250 miles, is, I should think, almost 
less than the distance from Bhamo to the sea, owing to the southerly 

position of the mouth of the Irrawaddy at Rangoon. Then it must 
be remembered that this route is really in our own possession, and 
in a settled and peaceable district, and that,consequently, the quantity 

of unsettled country that remains between us and China in the 
one direction, and Thibet in the other, is comparatively very little, 

and only inhabited by the most primitive of savages, who have 
just latcly, in our Naga Expedition, shown how little they need 

be considered as an obstacle to any real effort. Having the river to 

Sudiya, of course, means less expense in road-making than the Bhama 
route would require; and road-making in those climates is a never- 
ending business, owing to the rapid growth of jungle encroaching upor 
the roads. It must not be forgutten that the very few explorers who 
have tried this track have tried it with serious odds against them indi- 
vidually. Mr. IT. T. Cooper, the last, was a stranger, and thought he 
had (according to his bouok, the ‘Mishmee Hills’) travelled a great 
distance when he arrived at Sudiya, and managed to find matter for 
almost three-quarters of his book before he got there. When I say 
that [ am oneamong several managers who live in isolated tea-factories 
within twelve or fourteen miles of Sudiya, without the need of any pro- 
tection other than the small frontier outpost of 100 sepuys at Sudiya 
affords, I think it will go a long way to show that the route I propose, 
from the fact of the settled condition of the natives alone, for such a 
much longer distance than by the Bhamo route, recommends it to 
more consideration than it has received. Again, if that little strip of 
country between us and Thibet were in our possession, we have the best 
market in the East for our Indian teas, as the Chinese, owing to their 
distance and terrible difficulties of carriage, would not be able to com- 
pete with us. The present want, and one that is becoming serious to the 
tea interests of Assam, is labour ; by opening up this strip, John China- 
man, than whom there is no quieter, better behaved, or more in- 
dustrious husbandman, would soon find his way to us, and’ though we 
cannot afford to pay the wages he could get in America and elsewhere, 

still, he would probably have to spend a little time with us cu route, 
to find him in travelling expenses. Ihave heard a Government official 
in Assam say that, if we let the Chinese in, we should be driven out. 

That is quite against fact, because the Chinese rarely purchase land 
abroad ; they prefer having property that is quickly disposed of in 

case of sickness, as a Chinaman must be buried in his own country or 
lose his chance of heaven. Coming back to the question of route, the 
fact that numbers of pilgrims go on foot nearly to Brahmakund from 
our territory, bad as the jungle path now is, proves that there are but 
few difficulties up to that point, which is a very few days’ journcy, at, 
aey, ten miles per diem, from the Chinese frontier, Ihave been up 
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by boat, a ‘dug out,’ to within about fifteen or sixteen miles of Brah- 
makund, but the river a few miles above Sudiya would not be suitable 
for heavy merchandise, though limestone is brought down to Sudiya 
in boats from a place it takes two days to get to, or, say, five hours to 
come down stream from. I can only ascribe the want of attention that 
the Brahmapootra River route has received to the fact that our being 
80 quiet and settled has allowed us to drop out of sight, in favour of 
the notoriety Burmah is claiming by her misbehaviour.” 





Monetary and Commercial, 


A telegram has ap in the daily papers in reference to 
the report issued by the directors of the Hon Kong and Shang- 
hai Bank, but the figures are incorrect. The meeting will be 
held on the 18th (to-morrow), when a correct statement will be 
see 

e Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Corporation notify 
that they have received a remittance from the Chinese Govern- 
ment for the interest due upon the Chinese Imperial Eight per 
Cent. Loan of 1874, and they will be prepared, on and after the 
19th inst., to pay the same to the London holders of the provi- 
sional certificates. The certificates must be left three clear days 
for examination and endorsation of the payment of interest at 
the office of the bank. 

The report of the Crédit Foncier of England for the past half- 
year states that the available balance of credit of profit and loss 
amounts to £52,901 2s. 7d., and the directors recommend that 
the whole of this be carried to credit of the next account, the 

uestion of declaring a dividend being deferred to the end of 
the current year. 

The fifteenth half-yearly report of the New Bank of Bombay 
states that the profit, with the balance brought forward, gives 
£78,600 for distribution. A dividend at the rate of 10 per cent. 
is recommended. 

Ata special general meeting of the Western and Brazilian 
Telegraph Company resolutions increasing the capital of the 
company by £48,200, in order to fulfil certain obligations with the 
River Plate and Brazilian Telegraph Company, were agreed to. 

The suspension has been announced of Messrs. Shaw and 
Thomson, of Leadenhall-street, a firm largely engaged in the iron 
trade. The liabilities are £250,000, but, the greater part bei 
covered by securities, it is expected that the claims which wi 
ultimately be proved will not exceed £100,000, against which 
there are assets to the amount of £50,000, of which a consider- 
able portion is cash in hand. The firm is stated to have been 
possessed of considerable capital at the commencement of the 
year, and its difficulties are attributable to the failure of other 
firms within the last few months and to the long and unprece- 
dented depression in the iron trade. 

. W. J. Craven, commission merchant, of Fenchurch-street, 
has also stopped payment, owing chiefly, it is understood, to 
speculative operations on the Stock Exchange. The liabilities 
amount to £17,000, and assets to £2,000. The books have been 
placed in the hands of Messrs. Johnstone, Cooper, Wintle, and 
Co., the accountants, for investigation. 

At the Court of Bankruptcy a first meeting of creditors has 
been held in the case of Messrs. H. W. Kilburn and W. Ker- 
shaw, of St. Mary-axe, silk and silk piece brokers. The debts 
are returned at £201,456 in the aggregate, with assets £6,577. 
Separately the debts of Mr. Kilburn were £10,513, with assets 
£7,300. The proceedings resulted in the appointment of a 
trustee, with a committee of inspection. 

At a meeting of the creditors of Messrs. Strachan and Co. a 
statement of the affairs was submitted by the receiver, Mr. J. 
Waddell, showing liabilities to rank £96,938, and open assets 
£5,711. The liabilities were mainly on acceptances to Messrs. 
Collie and Co. The general feeling was that the estate should 
be liquidated in bankruptcy. 

Bar silver has again improved in value. At the close of last 
week transactions took place at 56d. per oz., and, owing to orders 
for India, the price ually improved to 563d. per oz., which 

y be considered the present quotation. Mexican Dollars have 
been sold at a higher rate, 544d. per oz, being obtained, showing 
a rise of gd. in the price. 

The amount of bullion per P. and O. steamer Lombardy, 
from Southampton, on the 12th inst., was—in silver, to Singa- 
pore, £48,300. 


THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

According to the Board of Trade Returns for July, there does 
not ee to have been that check to our foreign commerce 
which might reasonably have been expected after the numerous 
mercantile failures, The total value of the exports of the month 
is returned at'£20,249,618, against £21,142,062 last year, being a 
decrease of £892,444, or 4 per cent.; and the total imports at 
£34,461,554, against £32,764,234 last year, showing an Increase 
of £1,697,320, or 5 per cent. In the exports cotton yarn de- 
creased 5 per cent. in quantity, and 10 per cent. in value; cotton 
piece goods decreased 9 per cent. in quantity, and 4 per cent. in 
value ; linen yarn decreased 94 per cent. in quantity ; and 4 per 
cent. in value ; linen piece goods increased 3} per cent. in quan- 
tity and 3 per cent. in value ; woollen cloth decreased : oe 
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cent. in quantity, but the value shows no change ; woollen yarn 
dec 12 per cent. in quantity, and 11 per cent. in value ; 
worsted stuffs decreased 54 per cent. in quantity, and 3 per cent. 
in value ; iron and steel increased 18 per cent. in quantity, but 
decreased 2} per cent. in value; coal, fuel, &c., increased 18 
per cent. in quantity, but decreased 4 per cent. in value. In 
the imports corn shows a total valué of £2,768,269, against 
£2,915,957 in 1874, or a decrease of 5 per cent., but the quan- 
tity has increased 14} per cent. ; raw cotton decreased 1 per 
cent. in quantity and 7 wl cent. in value; flax decreased 5} 
per cent. in quantity, and 4$ per cent. in value ; raw silk in- 
creased 2 per cent. in quantity, but it decreased 54 per cent. in 
value ; wool increased 12 per cent. in quantity, and 11} per 
cent. in value. The value of tea increased 83$ per cent.; and 
of coffee, 3$ per cent. The quantities of tea and coffee entered 
for home consumption increased 54 per cent. and 84 per cent. 
respectively. 
ommenting upon these Returns The Times says :— 


It might naturally have been expected that with the disturbance 
caused to our Eastean trade a great falling off would have been found 
in the shipments to India, &c., but the returns show that these have 
been subject to but a trifling diminution, notably in cotton goods, of 
which the total to all countries is only 1 per cent. less than last July, 
and the quantities sent to India about 10 per cent. less, while to China 
there has been an augmentation of as much as 53 per cent. There 
can be no doubt of the material correctness of these returns, as is 
proved by the reflex in them of the reports from manufacturing centres 
during the past month, and the very doubtful question then arises, 
whether or not these continued shipments leave a margin of profit to 
the exporters. If we may judge by the way in which the most sub- 
stantial houses in the East Indian trade have contracted their busi- 
ness, and the ruin which has befallen some who have pressed on ship- 
ments regardless of commercial results, we fear the conclusion must 
be arrived at that even now there are large speculative exports going 
on at a loss. Still, the returns cannot be looked upon as really 
bad. The favourite, but delusive opinion has appeared to 
be that certain foreign markets could and would abeorb any 
quantity of our goods, and, taking their stand on that theory, no 
restriction has been placed by manufacturers on production, and ship- 
pers have also in many cases dearly paid for their excess of confidence. 
That will, however, soon right itself. In coal and iron the decline in 
prices has evidently stimulated the foreign demand, for the increase in 
quantities of each is about 18} per cent. above July last year, but in 
iron the raw material accounts for the greater part of this, the augmen- 
tation in manufactures being only 4 per cent., against over 55 per eent. 
in pig. Alkali, earthenware, leather, and seed-oil also show augmented 
totals, while yarn of all kinds except silk, haberdashery, and textile 
fabrics of jute and wool, have considerably declined. In the case of 
jute goods the falling off is over 40 per cent., which bears out the ad- 
vices from the spinning districts of the depression existing in that 
branch of industry, while the percentage of decrease in the various 
manufactures of wool ranges from 22 per cent. downwards. Smaller 
articles of export exhibit fluctuations which are about equally 
divided, and uire no comment. The total import value is 
£34,461,554, or about 5} per cent. more than in_ the correspond- 
ing month of last year, but rather less than in July, 187%. 
About half of this increase is tue to the enormous arrivals of tea, the 
quantity imported being nearly double that of July last year, and 
three times in excess of the same month in 1873, and the stock in the 
bonded warehouses is about 75,750,000 lbs., or 17,000,000 lbs. more 
than at the end of June, although the home consumption has a 
54 per cent. more than in the corresponding month last year. Of 
course it is hard to say if th@s article at present leaves a profit to the 
importer, but the probabilities are to the contrary, and as far as that 
is the case this increase is not healthy. There is also a nearly general 
advance in all food products, wheat excepted, and a corresponding de 
cline in the majority of raw products for manufacture in this country. 
Wool and hemp, however, have increased, but the quantities of these 
two commodities re-expo have also augmented, and seeing the 
decline in the export account of woollen goods, this gives little cause 
for satisfaction. Taken generally, however, the account is by no means 
so unpleasant as might have been expected, and, if trade be as sound 
as it is abundant, this country nine be allowed to have got through 
the recent troubles with wonderfully little suffering or loss of 
over the markets of the world.

Goddard and Co. report:—The Market has been very 
quiet all through the week, and sales have been somewhat difficult to 
make ; although importers haye given fair support, yet prices show an

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easier tendency. The quantity of Tea arriving has been heavy, and 
larger than the trade by any possibility can take off. The telegrams 
from China show some tendency towards a check to the shipments, and 
our deliveries are good. At auction there are frequent small sales of 
New Season’s, and old Teas continue to be realised, chiefly black leaf 
kinds, at 10d. to 1ld. Scented Capers are, if anything, easier. Green 
‘Teas, not much change. Public Sales.—China Sorts: 15,679 
“Without Reserve.” A fair quantity of New Season’s Red and Black 
leaf Congou was sold at rather easier prices: Red leaf, 1s. 34d. to 
1s, 8$d.; Black, 1s. 34d. to 1s. 5d. Old Season’s Black leaf, 94d. to 
1ld.; ditto Red 94d. to 104d. Green and Scented Teas are dull of 
sale. Deliveries from London, from 1st to 9th instant inclusive, or 6 
days 1875, 4,056,084 lbs.,?against 6 days 1874, 8,694,777 lbs. Imports, 
Deliveries, and Stocks in London, from lst January to 3lst July :—

Messrs. J. C. Sillar and Co.’s Circular says :—We have little improve- 
ment to report in this market. The shipments from China have been 
made upon a scale beyond all precedent, and the banks have already 
commenced to force the sale of the teas of those houses which have 
already suspended payment. 50,000,000 Ibs. of China Teas have ar- 
rived during the last five and a half weeks, and 42,000,000 lbs. remain 
on the water, making the enormous total of 92,000,000 lbs. already 
sent off from China to this country. Fine black-leaf Congous have 
met with more demand, but all the really choice Teas are taken by 
shippers for the Russian market at prices far beyond what the home 
trade are willing to pay. Several chops have been sold from 
2s. 9d. to 3s. per lb., and a few exceedingly fine ones are reported 
to have brought as much as 3s. 8d. per lb. Public sales 
have been held almost daily, and although these have not been 
unusually large, they have exercised a most depressing influence 
on the market. About 60,000 packages have been brought for- 
ward, of which 10,000 were Indian. We cannot but think that the 
custom of selling chops of Tea in lots of six and nine packages at a 
time has an effect prejudicial to the importer or owner of the Tea, It 
is well known that the prices obtained for the first few lots are named 
as those of the whole chop, and as the auction rovms are entirely in 
possession of the “trade,” combinations are by no means unfrequent. 
In clause No. 7 of the conditions of sale will be found in a great mea- 
sure the reason for this custom: “ Lot money to the selling broker as 
usual.” 

Messrs. W. J. and H. Thompson’s Circular says :—-The arrivals have 
again been heavy, and the amount of business moderate, as the dealers 
continue supplying themselves only for actual requirements. Prices have 
been easier for the fair grades of Brown-leaf Congous.
